Electric from $214 to $244 and American Can from $115 to $119,

TORONTO, Oct. 29.—The “market which could not 
come down” broke into a frenzied panic at this morning's 
opening in Wall street, following a steady accelerating slump 
of weeks which had gathered alarming momentum in the 
last few days. Nothing less than the outbreak of another 
war could have so set the continent by the ears, and word 
“ame that the European exchanges had broken, making the 


debacle a world-wide affair. 

Men hurried along the streets in the cities of Canada 
and the United States, faces pale and lips quivering; little 
knots formed in offices, with working discipline gone, as 
often garbled versions of the break, which could hardly be 
exagberated, flew around. The afternoon newspapers were 
besieged by telephone calls and many of the voices at the 
other end, some feminine, were hysterical. 

Word went around in Toronto that Nickel had dropped to 24, but 
this greatest Canadian mining issue did not go below 29 in the morning, 
The New York break in the first hour was precipitate. As eager trad- 
ers watched the tape expecting an uncertain recovery, they saw, instead, 
huge blocks pf sacrifice shares poured into the market, one after an- 
other, released by big operators who could no longer stand the pace.

‘WASHINGTON, Oct, 29-—In an 
effort to check the collapse of do- 
mestic grain prices and as a measure 
stabilize the farming industry gen- 
erally, it was officially announced on 
Monday that the government was 
prepared to place more than $100,- 
000,000 immediately at the disposal of 
United States farm co-operative 
bodies. The money is being advanced 
to enable producers to hold back their 
wheat from markets until values reach 
a more satisfactory level. The state- 
ment was issued by Chairman Legge

The statement concluded with the

France has changed governments 
again, Outsiders will be chiefly interest- 
ed in the fact that M. Briand is to hold 
the portfolio of foreign affairs in the new 
cabinet. This means that the interna- 
tional policy embodied in the Briand-Kel- 
logg pact is to be the policy of the new 
ministry.

Anyone who has not appreciated fully 
the important place that the western 
wheat crop occupies in the economy of 
Canada may gain light on that subject by 
noting the comment that has been arous- 
ed by the decision of the wheat pool and 
other interested parties to hold back this 
season’s wheat for higher prices. 

The pool is getting a measure of at- 
tention in that regard that is as notable 
in volume as it is varied in character. In 
some quarters the pool is denounced, for 
trying to fight all creation and hold up the 
consumers of Europe. In quarters where 
it is not denounced, the fact is empha- 
sized that the holding back of the crop, 
and the price at which it will ultimately 
be sold, are matters which vitally affect 
business in all its branches everywhere in 
the Dominion. 

Whatever else the holding policy has 
done or may do, it has very evidently 
brought vividly to the attention of the 
public that the western wheat crop is a 
mighty factor in shaping business condi- 
tions all over Canada. he one point on 
which all seem to be agreed is that wheat 
money is the driving force that keeps the 
wheels turning from Montreal to Vancou- 
ver. 


PEACE BY COMPULSION ? 


In Australia the Labor party gained a 
decisive victory at the polls, standing for 
the enforcement of compulsory arbitra- 
tion of industrial disputes by a federal 
court, The Bruce Government proposed 
to turn this responsibility entirely over to 
the courts of the respective states, and to 
abolish the tederal tribunal. 

What will interest and perhaps sur- 
prise Canadian readers, is that the Labor 
party defended the principle of compul- 
sory arbitration and fought the abolition 
ot the federal cqurt on the ground that 
his might endanger the whole scheme. 
Vhen it has been proposed in Canada to 
nake arbitration compulsory, the chief 
/pposition has come from organized labor, 
m the ground that the wage-earner 
should not be deprived of the right to 
quit work, and that it is not practically 
possible to compel men to work when 
they do not want to do so. 

Strikes are more common in Australia 
than they are in Canada. Whether that is 
in any measure due to the attempt to ex- 
tinguish the right to strike, or whether 
compulsion can cure the evil, are matters 
for the Australians to consider. Cana- 
dians will reflect with satisfaction that 
conciliatory methods here have worked so 


well that a resort to compulsion is no long- 
er suggested. Australia is trying to se- 
cure what Canada already has—indus- 
trial peace.

tribute their share in precipitating an acute crisis,

OCTOBER 29th : 
John Keats, born October 29, 1795. John Keats was the son of a livery 
stable keeper who had gathered to himself a certain amount of this world’s 
goods by the simple method of marrying someone who possessed them, Thus 
John, when his parents died, found himself with a small fortune of £2,000. 
It seems always to have been the usual run of life 
for the future genius to find himself in a profes- 
sion for which he has no desire or ability, Keats 
was apprenticed to an apothecary and surgeon. 
Books, of course, were more to his mind than medi- 
caments, and he was naturally an insatiable reader, 
Strangely enough, at first, he displayed very little 
bias in the direction in which he was fated to leave 
a name. It was Spencer's “Fairy Queen” that first 
set the wheels of his genius whirling. The effect it 
had was to set him trying his own hand at verse, 
and the chief idea of his existence henceforth be- 
came the reading and writing of poetry. In Lon- 
don where he came to “walk the hospitals” he met 
Leigh Hunt, Shelley, Hazlitt and Wordsworth. His 
first book of poems fel! flat. They were but a poor 
imitation of Spencer. The next year he brought out 
“Endymion.” In 1820 another volume appeared. 
But the tragedy in his life was rapidly approaching, and these three volumes 
were to comprise the finished business of his literary life. In the hitherto 
healthy constitution of Keats appeared the first signs of pulmonary consump- 
tion. Accompanied by devoted friends he set out to spend the winter of 1820 
in Italy. His sufferings, physical and mental, were intense. Deeply in love, 
with death approaching, and torn with the idea that he had as yet failed to 
produce anything of lasting merit his last days were of intolerable anguish 
“Thank God it has come,” were his Iast words. “Let my epitaph be—here 
lies one whose name was writ in water.” As it happened he had already en- 
graved it into posterity.

sing the Wednesday half-holiday 
Byala and have been rather sur- 

vised that there seems to be nobody 
favor of the same. 

Is it not reasonable to think that if 
it is necessary for mechanics, factory 
workers, office staffs, wholesale 
houses and almost everyone except re- 
tail clerks to have a habf-holiday per 
week, that retail clerks are as much 
in need of the half-holiday as anyone 
else? 

There has been a hint thrown out 
that the clerks could still have the 
half-holiday and the stores remain 
open. How about these men who are 
so handy around the corner: the 
corner grocery man, the local butcher, 
the shoemaker, the hardware man, 
and others who are operating one-man 
shops? They need the half-holiday 
as much as anyone but cannot take it 
unless the stores are closed, The pre- 
sent by-law is the only hope they have 
for a weekly half-holiday and these 
handy little shop-owners are almost 
indispensible in any community, 

Th view of the fact that some of the 
articles have expressed the view that 
business lost on Wednesday afternoon 
is lost for ever, I would like to ask the 
wholesalers what percentage of busi- 
ness lost by Saturday afternoon clos- 
ing is lost for ever? If retailers hap- 
pen to need some merchandise on 
Saturday afternoon and cannot get it 
because the wholesalers are closed they 
to not blame the wholesalers.

ORGANIZATION IN CANADA 


The Departinent of Labor has just 
issued the eighth report on Organiza- 
tion in Industry, Commerce and the 
Professions in Canada for the year 
1929, The contents indicate that for

tive spheres. The report also con- 
tains particulars concerning assoclu- 
tions of those who are engaged in pro- 
fessional aud scientific occupations, 
information in regard to which is fre- 
quently sought, 

While in the main the associations 
whose names appear in the report are

fied with organizations whose head- 
quarlers are in the Uniled States 
The names of associations printed in 
the report number 727 main organiza- 
ons and 780 branch, assoc ations 
making in all 1,507 associations, which

1,500 Thresher Licenses 
Returned Approximate 
Early Estimate 


To date 1500 out of the 6000 thresh- 
er licenses issued have been returned 
to the provincial department of agri- 


| culture, according to an estimate 
made by government officials on 
‘Tuesday. These retirns closely ap- 


proximate the estimate made earlier 
tm the season by the department to 
the effect that the average wheat 
yield throughout this province would 
be between 11 and 12 bushels an acre, 

The thresherman’s returns have an 
exact amount of wheat threshed re- 
corded 

‘The average for the 1500 returns so 
far made runs somewhere between 10 
and 11 bushels an acre, 

Last year a total of 6,707,526 acres 
were sown to wheat in this province 
The total wheat yield was 155 662,000 
bushels or an average of 23 bushels to 
the acre. 

The average price obtained 
bushel last year was 75 cents, 

This year the total yield is expect- 
ed to be about #5,000,000 bushels or 
about one half of last year's total from 
7,556,215 acres sown to wheat 

Average About One Half 

Thus while this year's acreage 1s 
greater than last, the total yield and 
average are just about one half of 
last year's, 

However, there are redeeming fea- 
tures, Last year the average grade was 
between No. 3 and No, 4, This year 
the average is running between No. 1 
and No, 2 with a greater preponder- 
ance of No. 1 hard than ever before in 
the province's history—and No 1 
hard grades higher than No, 1 Nor- 
thern, 

‘This year's average price will run 
well over $1 @ bushel, 

Thus it will be seen that the net 
return to the farmer will be nearly as 
great as last year, especially when the 
decreased cost of harvesting is taken 
into account,

|Canadian National Starts 
Probe Into Condition of 
the Track 


A full investigation by divisional 
engineers and other officials of the 
Canadian National railway into the 
cause of the fatal aceident at Ban. 
gudo is now being made. The probe 
into the condition of the track is 
being made by W. E, Rivers, di- 
visional engineer for the Edson dis- 
trict and John Henry, roadmaster 

On Tuesday morning W, R, Dev- 
enish, general superintendent, stated 
that the accident had evidently been 
caused by a subsidence of the clay 
embankment, but could not state 
what had ceused the earth to shift 
from below one side of the track 

Dealing with the rider to the jury's 
verdict Mr. Devenish stated that he 
| had not received @ complete copy of 
the verdict or the rider He pointed 
oul, however, that this branch line 
is maintained in accordance with the 
standard branch line requirements of

Farmilo urged the neccesity of 
an early conference for the respons- 
ibility of caring for the unemployment 
would have to be borne by the 
municipality rather than by the pro- 
vinelal and federal authorities where 
it rightfully belonged, He explained 
that social insurance was a form of 
unemployment insurance, the cost 
being borne jointly by the Individual, 
the Industry and the government

The counct! decided unanimously that 
the conference should be held im- 
mediately and the mayor stated he 
would take steps to arrange it,

SPECIAL MEET 


Council Adjourns Meeting 
to Consider Capital 
Expenditures 


Au adjourned meeting of the city 
council will be held Friday at eight 
p.m, to consider estimates of capital 
expenditure for 1090, totalling $1,882,« 
212. A detailed report on the sche- 
dules was submitted to council by the 
city commissioners Monday night, 

‘The report stated that while it was 
desirable to carry out much needed 
improvements as rapidly as possible, 
the city's large bonded indebtedness 
does not warrant any increase except 
for the most urgent reasons, It was 
pointed out that the capital program 
for 1929 carried with it an annual in- 
crease of $80,000 In debenture 
charges, For 1930 there will be an 
annual increase of more than §100,- 
000 under the program outlined 

The money market for municipal 
bonds ts less favorable at present than 
for some time past and when the 
board of public utilities commission- 
ers approved the large 1920 capital 
program it was on the understanding 
that a similar program should not be 
anticipated in 1930, the report stated, 
As a matter of fact, the program for 
1930.18 considerably larger than it Is 
this year, 

The commissioners urged on coun- 
cll the absolute necessity of restricting 
caltal expenditures to a minimum and 
while the estimates are submitted as 
urgent, they must be decided upon 
on their respective merita, 

A general resume of the estimates 
is given by the commissioners and in 
regard to the estimates of the utilities 
departments, the annual charges are 
carried by the utilities themselves, 
and practically do not affect the gen- 
eral debt, it is stated, The utilities 
departments’ estimates total $431,066
